Southwestern Michigan goes onto Daylight Saving time 


as of 2 a.m. Sunday, along with all the rest of Michigan, 


Fast time returns as result of the statewide referendum 


last November in which a majority of Michigan voters 
agreed to put the state under the Federal Uniform Time 
Act of 1966. 


Michigan, Arizona and Hawaii had been the only holdouts 


against the act that provides for fast time each year from 
lale April to late October. 


A proposal now before the U.S. Department of Trans- 


portation to transfer Berrien, Van Burcn and Cass counties 
to the Central Time zone will have no'.effect on tonight's 


lime change. The time zone issue will bo decided by the 
DOT at a later time. 


Nearby South Bend, Ind., which has stayed on Ihe same 


time as (his area for many years will officially fall an hour 
behind. South Bend is one of 80 Hoosier counties that will 
remain on Easlern Standard Time and will not move their 
clocks ahead. Another 12 Indiana counties along the wes 
tern side of that state arc in the Central Time zone and will 
observe fast time for the summer. This will put all of In- 
diana on the same lime. 


Four (.'oimlics in Michigan's Upper Peninsula were Iras- 


ferred from Ihe Eastern to the Central time '/one recently.

From Milliken 


Tfie worlds of Governor Milliken and 


President Nixon are a microcosm and 
a macrocosm of the same substance. 


Milliken is the chief executive for 9 


million Michiganders. Nixon is the 
chief 
executive for 
210 million 


Americans. 


Each has to work around the par- 


tisan frustration of a 
legislative 


branch being of a political enemy. 


Each must use Identical techniques 


to get elected. 


Each must select assistants to carry- 


out orders and to keep the boss man 
posted on what is going on. 


Comparatively, Milliken works in a 


universe much smaller than the one in 
which Nixon has to function, but ex- 
cept for the President carrying the 
added responsibility of conducting 
foreign affairs the two men would find 
their jobs remarkably identical. 


If the reader thinks we are saying 


there is no difference in keeping 210 
million people reasonably satisfied as 
opposed to delivering the same result 
to 9 million, we are not. 
- We merely point out that good or'bad 
management, or even worse, none at 
all, is not measured by the numbers 
game. It is deiinied by how the man at 
the top performs in his job. 


Both 
Nixon 
and 
Milliken 
are 


beleagured with a problem old as 
government itself. 


This is the embarrassment of an 


outsider bringing to the boss' attention 
and that of the public that the head 
man has misplaced confidence in his 
lieutenants. 


Watergate is a glaring example of 


some eager beavers 
pulling 
a 


needless, silly stunt. 


Bugging- and 
burglarizing 
the 


Democratic national 
headquarters 


produced absolutely worthless infor- 
.ination. 


' Had Nixon known what his overly 
enthusiastic assistants were planning, 
•it is safe. todays he would have dis- 
pensed with their'services Immedia-'

The President's folly has been his 


reluctance to flush some clear air 
through Watergate months ago when 
he had to iknow what transpired and 
who was responsible. 


Instead he chose to hide the trail like 


the Kennedy family pulled off five 
years ago over Teddy's wild driving at 
Chappaquiddick which cost Mary Jo 
Kopechne her life. 


Though it still is not too late for 


Nixon to tell the story wholesale before 
federal grand juries and Congressional 
committees drag it out piecemeal, he 
continues to hold back. 


Milliken took the opposite course. 


Last week an enterprising Detroit 


newspaperman uncovered the fact of 
Glenda McGuirc, a girl friend of 
.lames Del Rio, the flamboyant Detroit 
Recorders Court judge, being on the 
Governor's confidential staff, drawing 
$18,500 a year for doing nothing. 


She landed the job through a cam- 


paign deal made with Del Rio by Don 
Gordon, 
then 
Milliken's* chief 


lieutenant and long time personal 
friend, in 1970. The deal involved 
trading support between Milliken and 
Del Rio, then a state senator, for the 
black vote in Detroit. 


No sooner 
had 
the 
headlines 


confronted him with that situation and 
he had served 
Glenda from 
the 


payroll, the news people brought out 
the fact that Gordon who had quit his 
Lansing job but was on a retainer fee 
to advise Milliken about public utility 
questions was receiving almost iden- 
tical fees from Michigan's three lar- 
gest electric and gas suppliers. 


In both instances other top aides to 


Milliken at first tried to gloss over the 
embarrassments with the usual guff 
that no comment could be made until 
the matter could be checked out. •- 


The Governor, to his ever lasting 


credit, quickly swept that hogwash out 
of the room. 


He called a press conference Tues- 


day in which he said the McGuire and 
Gordon affairs 
have no place in 


government and that, he was lame in 
not discovering the true condition 
earlier than he did. 


Milliken has a third hot potato 


bouncing around. 


Some people at Lansing are potshot- 


ting William Hettinger, the Governor's 
chief aide, for not divesting himself of 
business'investments before joining 
the Governor's staff. 
. 


. This raises the very debatable ques- 
tion of how much can government 
demand from business talent it so 
sorely needs without drying up the 
supply source. As Judd Arnett, the 
Detroit Free Press' very able political 
commentator says, "i; the matter is 
pushed too far, we might wind up with 
only the bureaucrats pure enough in 
this respect to hold appointive office."- 


Whatever may come of the Hettinger 


case, Milliken has indicated he will 
meet the matter head on, and not 
equivocate. 


No management, in government or 


in private business, is ever free from 
barnacles attaching themselves to the 
ship. 


Once discovered, there is only one 


solution. 


Get rid of them.

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a number of related industries is an 
important one. 


The cause of the strong inflationary 


push, which the National Association 
of Home Builders estimates has added 
$1,200 to the cost of the average new 
house in the last year, is a classic ins- 
tance of demand exceeding supply. 
The nation has not exhausted its 
timber reserves, but several factors 
have combined lo dislocate the supply, 
market. 


One of them is the antipollulion 


controls which act as a brake on 
increased 
production. Another is 


heavy buying from abroad, especially 
Japan. A third is the continuing high 
level of residential housing construc- 
tion. 


If the reasons for limber problems 


are obvious, solutions are not. Controls 
on exports for the duration of the crisis 
have been proposed, but that would 
have a deleterious effect on the inter- 
national payments accounts. 


One possible source of help are Ihe 


relatively small scale timber stands 
not now being utilized. Of some 500 
acres of commercial timber land, 
more than half are found in plots of 
less than 100 acres. These may not be 
the most economical to harvest, but 
expanding the supply base might help 
to relieve price pressures.

What's Happening \ 


To Kleindienst? 


WASHINGTON (NEA) — 


There are some matters left 
hanging strangely in the air by 
President Nixon's statement on 
the Watergate case and its con- 
text of espionage and sabotage 
directed against the Democrats. 


The observer is 
quickly 


struck by the fact that Mr. 
Nixon, in reviewing the issue, 
did so with an assistant attorney 
general, not with Attorney 
General Richard Kleindiensl. 


In questions of magnitude and 


Watergate certainly fits that 
description it is customary for 
presidents to rely for counsel 
and assistance on the federal 
law enforcement 
officer of 


highest status, and that means 
the attorney general himself. 


By disclosing specifically that 


he had not done so in this cri- 
tical instance, Mr. Nixon has in 
effect delivered a public rebuke 
to Kleindienst. 


Only days ago Kleindienst 


stunned many U.S. lawmakers 
and 
some 
constitutional 


specialists by offering 
the 


Senate what they felt was an 
extravagant overstatement *of 
the President's power to resist 
congressional inquiry into al- 
most any part of the executive 
branch 
he 
deems 
to 
be 


privileged territory. 
, The President himself seems 
not to have appreciated this 
lavish support. Rumors still 
float here that Kleindienst is not 
long for this administration. I 
was advised by careful sources 
last fall that he would ultima- 
tely leave, though not while the 
heat was on him, as it then was, 
for his somewhat cloudy rela- 


tionship 
toward the FBI's 


inquiry into Watergate.1. 


A second thing to note 


immediately is that Mr. Nixon's 
move to explore the whole Wa- 
tergate and sabotage affair, and 
his 
announcement 
that., it 


produced major developments, 
constitutes a vote of no con- 
fidence in the prior White House 
inquiry 
headed 
by 
the 


President's in-house legal coun- 
sel, John Dean. 


Mr. Nixon appears quite con- 


tent to let the public conclude 
the only thing it can conclude, 
which is that if Dean had per- 
formed 
his 
assigned 
duty 


thoroughly it should not have 
been 
necessary 
for 
the 


President to superimpose his 
own investigation, nor should.he 
have been able to turn up major 
findings 
not 
previously 


unearthed. 


While he left the 
distinct 


impression that he had acquired 
. disturbing 
evidence 
which 


might well lead to indictments 
of people associated with him, 
he named no one. This lias a 
surface air of fairness, a sense 
of "let justice lake its course" 
through proper judicial chan- 
nels, but in fact it tends to 
spread the blanket of suspicion 
broadly across his entourage. 


It is plainly comforting lo 


many 
in 
the 
troubled 


Republican 
party that the 


President has worked out an 
arrangement to let his sum- 
moned aides testify before Die 
Senate, and has said he will 
suspend anyone hereafter in- 
dicted for wrongdoing in these 
matters. 


U.S. Ruled By 


Two Governments 


The trial of Daniel Ellsberg in 


Los Angeles is grinding at last 
to its end, and, indeed, just in 
time: for IhtrMg-nanie indict- 
ments and trials arising out of 
Watergate seem about to com- 
mence. But no one so far as I 
know has pointed out how in- 
timately connected the two 
events are.

gate, like Ellsberg's copying 
and disclosure of the Pentagon 
Papers, is an episode in a kind 
of civil war that has been going 
on in this country for the last 
seven or eight years, and which

doubtless has roots that go 
much further back than that. 


Both Ellsberg and the Water- 


gate operatives behaved as it 
they were dealing not merely 
vvith political opponents but 
with enemies. The Watergate 
operatives,, it is clear, did not 
view the McGovern'campaign 
as 
just 
another 
Ordinary 


American campaign. It was not 
at all, in their view, an effort to 
put a plausible 
alternative 


government in office. They 
viewed the McGovernitcs as 
profoundly hostile and they used 
against them the clandestine 
tactics characteristic of aclual. 
warfare. 


But this, though a blunder and 


a breach of the law, was no 
mere 
aboralion. 
We 
have 


recently had in this country, in 
effect, two governments — the 
ordinary, official government, 
elected by the people, in which 
the balance of forces now favors 
the White House; but also, op- 
posed to this, not a "loyal op- 
position" in the old sense, but a 
kind of counter-government. ' 


This 
counter-government 


denies the legitimacy of the ac- 
tual government, and employs 
every means at its command 
— legal and 
illegal — lo 


frustrate 
its policies. The 


counter-government, as in the 
case of Ellsberg, demands the 
right 
to declassify secret 


documents on its own say-so. To 
a man like Tom Wicker, who is 
a sort of Ron Xiegler of the 
counter-government, Ellsberg 
and Anthony Russo are heroes. 


The 
counter-government 


celebrates the feats of demons- 
trators who, when they don't 
like a law, simply go ahead and 
break it. In its demand for am- 
nesty, and in the visits of its 
emissaries lo Hanoi, and so on, 
(he counter-government asserts 
ils claim to have a different 
foreign policy from that of Ihe 
regular government. 


The agents of the counter- 


government, operating inside 
the official government, provide 
a steady stream of leaks and 
disclosures of all kinds of trust- 
ed allies In the press, Henry 
Kissinger can advise Nixon one 
afternoon that we ought to "lilt" 
in favor of Pakistan, and he can 
read about it the next morning 
in Jack Anderson's column.

items on the menu include 
home-made egg rolls, peppar 
steak, sweet and sour pork, 
shrimp and fried rice, Can- 
loiicsc-style chop suey, and a 
Holing Poiing special made 
from beef, green pepper, toma- 
to, garlic and bean sauce. 


Mrs. Thompson said more of
